He was accom¬ 
panied by a friend, Alexander 
Anderson, age 35, also of 
Carmel Valley. 

“It was a family visit. [The 
situation] escalated due to al¬

Although no snow was in sight, the Pasadena 
Symphony’s annual Holiday Ball and Gala Auction on Sat¬ 
urday evening, December 2 at the Ritz-Carlton, Huntington 
Hotel rang in the winter holiday season in festive fashion.

Jorge 
Mester the Symphony’s music director/conductor flew in 
from New York to attend the event. 

The evening’s highiif^ts included dining and dancing to 
the music of the J. Sterling Orchestra.

Cordischi of the Sierra Madre 
Police Department. 

By approximately 2:00 
a.m. Sunday, Henderson had 
become drunk and a family 
argument was in full swing. 
Henderson pushed his mother 
into a wall and threw a table 
at his sister (which missed). 
Brandishing a rifle, he threat¬ 
ened to kill the two women, 
who then locked themselves 
into a bedroom and called the 
Sierra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment. 

When the a team of Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia police 
arrived at the scene, they 
helped the women escape 
through a window by use of 
a ladder.. The women in¬ 
formed officers that Ander¬ 
son was also in the house, and 
that they believed he was in 
danger because Henderson 


was in possession of a rifle. 
Police contained the resi¬ 
dence, evacuated four sur¬ 
rounding homes (approxi¬ 
mately 10 to 12 residents), 
and called for the Sheriff s 
Special Weapons Team. 

Continued attempts by 
S.W.A.T. to communicate 
with Henderson via tele¬ 
phone and a P.A. system were 
unsuccessful. At 6:30 a.m., 
Anderson exited the house 
and told police Henderson 
was not inside. 

After a thorough search of 
the residence, deputies dis¬ 
covered a crawlspacc under¬ 
neath the house that had been 
concealed by large objects. 
They believe Anderson pur¬ 
posely placed those items in 
order to conceal Henderson’s 
whereabouts, then lied to po¬ 
lice. Attempts by deputies to 


force Henderson out with gas 
did not work. 

A Sheriffs K-9 went un¬ 
der the house and dragged out 
a loaded rifle in a case. With 
this confirmation of the 
suspect’s location, the dog 
was sent back in. A scuffle 
ensued, with the dog ulti¬ 
mately retreating with a large 
stab wound to his neck. A 
second K-9 was sent under 
the house; Henderson 
stabbed that dog in the eye 
area, but the severely 
wounded animal was able to 
withdraw. 

S.W.A.T. deputies then 
set off several loud explo¬ 
sions to scare the suspect out 
of hiding. At 9:45 a.m.. 
Henderson finally surren¬ 
dered. Deputies then recov¬ 
ered the knife he had used to 
stab the dogs. Cordischi said 


it was an illegal, 8-inch, 
double-bladed dagger. 

The dogs were taken to a 
Norwalk veterinarian for 
treatment. At presstime, both 
animals were recovering and 
in stable condition. 

Carol Henderson was 
taken to Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital for treatment of an 
arm injury (sustained when 
Henderson pushed her into 
the wall). She is also expected 
to recover. 

Alexander Anderson was 
charged with aiding and abet- 
ting. His bail was set at 
$75,000. Evan Henderson 
was booked on charges of 
assault with a deadly weapon 
and assault on a police dog. 
His bail was set at $150,000. 
Both men were booked at Si¬ 
erra Madre Police Depart¬ 
ment.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My cat was in a fight several weeks 
ago with another cat. I have been clean¬ 
ing his bite wound daily with hydrogen 
peroxide but it does not seem to be 
healing. Should I take him to my vet¬ 
erinarian? 

Yes. Any bile wound should really be checked by a 
veterinarian immediately so that he can assess the sever¬ 
ity and place your cal on aniibiolics. .Some bile wounds 
abscess and require surgery while others need aggressive 
antibiotics therapy (oral anil/or topical). 

Bite wounds do not usually heal well on their own 
The type of bacteria found in the oral cavity and claws ol 
cats can cause severe infections if bile or scratch wounds 
are left untreated.

Memories of the Forties 
Roy Gilliam 

(#3 of a series based on stories told at the Arcadia 
Community Center Veterans Day celebration.)

Staff Hosts 
Appreciation 
Luncheon 

A timeworn joke asks, 
“How many men does it take 
to change a lightbulb?” The 
answer at Church of the Good 
Shepherd in Arcadia is: “A 
couple of stalwart volunteers 
and some very high ladders.” 

And how many lightbulbs 
did they change? About 150 
of them in the church’s large 
chandeliers and ceiling fix¬ 
tures, which are all out of 
reach except for the very dar¬ 
ing! 

How many gallons of 
paint does it take to repaint 
just the outside of the entire 
church facility? About 75 
gallons—and all of them ap¬ 
plied by a dedicated crew of 
church members. 

What would it have cost 
Good Shepherd to have just 
these two maintenance jobs 


at one time- 
our right—following in for¬ 
mation behind us. There were 
none in front as we lead the 
8th Air Force. It is something 
I will never forget.” 

Target reached, bombs re¬ 
leased, the planes made a 
right turn and headed back to 
their English home base. 
Gilliam said he looked down 
at all the ships and landing 
craft and his heart, “...just 
went out to all of those young 
men headed for a beach land¬ 
ing on D-Day at 6:30 a.m.” 

His crew later received 
congratulatory messages on 
their D-Day performance 
from General Jimmy 
Doolittle, commander of the 
8th Air Force, and General 
Hodges, 2nd Air Division 
Commander. 

It had been but one of Roy 
Gilliam's 30 long, difficult 
and dangerous missions over 
enemy territory. It would, 
without doubt, remain one of 
the most memorable. 

Gilliam had many stories 
to tell of taking flack, losing 
engines, crash landings and 
dying buddies. During 
WWII, 50,000 airmen were 
lost from the 8th Air Force, 
including many members of 
his group. 

He said that, in spite of the 
fear he felt and the danger he 
faced when on a mission, one 
of the most difficult things for 
him to face was when they 
returned. As Squadron Bom¬ 
bardier, it was his duty to go 
with the Priest and the Min¬ 
ister as they went through the 
personal belongings of the 
men who did not make it 
back. “Then I had to sit down 
and write a letter to the next- 
of-kin advising them. That’s 
the roughest thing I’ve ever 
had to do.” 

Gilliam, like all the others 
who served, has very few 
light memories from his 
nearly four years of active 
duty. There were, however, a 
few incidents in which some 
small amount of humor could 
be found. One such incident 
was his encounter with Gen¬ 
eral George Patton. 

Patton was in Orleans, 
France on one side of the 
river and the Germans were 
on the other. Patton ran out of 
gasoline so they selected 
Gilliam’s group to haul gaso¬ 
line and food supplies. 

They took off from their 
base in Norwich, England 
and hedge-hopped all along 
the invasion path, over all the 
terrible destruction until they 
reached Orleans, France. 

When they arrived, the 
runways had been badly dam¬ 
aged. It took much maneu-

shift checked on Kathryn 
constantly, often interrupting 
our few minutes of sleep for 
another injection. I remember 
at one point during the night 
reaching over the railing of 
the bed to hold Kathryn's 
hand while she slept. At the 
same time I watched the 
monitor behind me that re¬ 
corded our unborn baby's 
heart rate. 

This was nothing close to 
what Kathryn and I had imag¬ 
ined the experience of child¬ 
birth to be. Where was the en¬ 
tourage of friends and loved 
ones passing out cigars and 
popping open bottles of 
champagne? Where were the 
high-fives from my buddies? 
All of the celebratory smiles 
and handshakes were instead 
replaced with worry and 
prayers. All we could do was 
wait. 

At 11 a.m. the following 
morning, a trio of specialists 
recommended that they per¬ 
form an emergency c-section. 
Kathryn's white blood cell 
count had escalated dramati¬ 
cally through the night and 
was now at a dangerous level. 
Toxemia was setting in and 
she had developed a serious 
infection. The wait was over. 

A day earlier, tragic 
thoughts of losing the baby 
had crept into my head. When 
I learnt how ill Kathryn had 
become, I thought there was 
a chance I could lose them 
both. I began to cry uncon¬ 
trollably. Everyone in the 
room at the time, mostly doc¬ 
tors and nurses, left. I knelt at 
my wife’s bedside and wept. 

I don’t recall ever crying like 
that, or ever being that scared. 

With everything that was 
happening to her, Kathryn 
somehow summoned the 
strength to console me. She 
gently rubbed her hands 
through my hair and whis¬ 
pered “I love you.” I was un¬ 
able to answer her. I cried 
harder. 

As they prepped her for 
surgery, I dressed in rumpled 
green scrubs. I watched doc¬ 
tors wash their hands outside 
the operating room as I 
dressed. A few moments 
later, a nurse appeared 
through the operating room’s 
double doors and said, wear¬ 
ing a comforting smile, 
“we’re ready.” 

It was noon when I en¬ 
tered the room. Kathryn was 
heavily sedated, but seem¬ 
ingly alert. I pulled up a chair 
and sat anxiously alongside. 
As the doctors and nurses 
chatted, Kathryn and I dis¬ 
cussed names for our little 
girl. We decided on Chloe 
Just a few minutes later, at 
12:12 p.m., I peered out from 
around a large blue screen 
that was blocking Kathryn’s 
view, and watched as the doc¬ 
tors lifted our little girl from 
Kathryn’s womb. 

Immediately, Chloe let out 
a brief cry that sounded like 


a cat’s meow. It was abso¬ 
lutely beautiful. After a 
couple of minutes in a 
warmer, in which time I could 
not take my eyes off h^'r, 
Chloe was whisked away to 
the NICU. She had her 
daddy’s mouth and her 
mother’s eyes. 

She weighed only 2.9 
pounds at birth. Our next 
month and a half was spent 
with numerous daily visits to 
the hospital. Mornings, lunch 
hours, late nights, we tried 
always to be with her. Leav¬ 
ing the hospital without her 
all those tim'^s was unbeliev¬ 
ably difficult. Kathryn often 
left in tears. 

Each day we charted 
Chloe’s progress. We mea¬ 
sured her weight and moni¬ 
tored her motor skills and eye 
movements. All the while 
wondering what in the world 
she could have possibly been 
thinking. With each day came 
new tests and more anxiety. 

After six grueling weeks 
of practically living at the 
hospital, Kathiyn and I finally 
heard the words we’d waited 
so long to hear. “You can take 
Chloe home.r the neonatolo- 
gist said on that unusually 
bright, sunny fall morning. 
Then he added that Chloe 
was remarkable and one of 
the most successful neonatal 
cases he had ever witnessed. 

Chloe was pushing five 
pounds the day we brought 
her home Oct. 11. one day 
past her projected due date. 
She has made tremendous 
strides since and is now the 
healthy, bouncing baby we’d 
always dreamed of. 

Today, some 15 months 
since that drama, our days 
and nights at the NICU are 
but a blur. The memories of 
Chloe hooked up to monitors 
and IV’s have been replaced 
by her beautiful smile and 
wet kisses. 

Our lives have changed 
forever. We now know a love 
that we never imagined 
would be so strong, i believe 
everything we went through 
over those six weeks and two 
days brought us closer to¬ 
gether as a family. Our count¬ 
less prayers and love pulled 
us through. 

But it was the determina¬ 
tion and drive to live inside 
the heart of our 2-1/2 pound 
baby girl that has taught me to 
never, ever give up. Today, 
Chloe continues to teach us 
more about life everyday. We 
are truly blessed.

I 
believe that the current ap¬ 
proach to the treatment of dia¬ 
betes is fundamentally 
flawed, and until it is cor¬ 
rected. conventional medi¬ 
cine will make no real 
progress with this disease. In 
fact, the traditional approach 
has remained unchanged for 
50 years since the discovery 
of insulin in 1917, yet the 
death rate for diabetes keeps 
increasing. Diabetes can 
however, respond very well 
to the right treatment ap¬ 
proach . 

Let’s start by looking at 
what the different types and 
causes of diabetes are. Only 
10% of diabetics have insu¬ 
lin-dependent diabetes. They 
will always require insulin re¬ 
placement treatment. This 
type of diabetes starts at a 
very young age and is often 
referred to as Juvenile Onset 
(Type 1) Diabetes. The re¬ 
maining 90% have non-insu¬ 
lin dependent diabetes, also 
referred to as Adult Onset 
(Type 11) Diabetes. These pa¬ 
tients produce two to three 
times the normal amount of 
insulin, but it simply does not 
work- a condition called insu¬ 
lin resistance. The increased 
insulin levels are associated 
with elevated blood sugar 
levels, increased blood pres¬ 
sure, and increased athero¬ 
sclerosis (hardening of the ar¬ 
teries). Conventional medi¬ 
cine treats this type of diabe¬ 
tes by trying to lower the 
blood sugar levels with either 
more insulin or insulin like 
drugs. Incredibly, this treat¬ 
ment approach totally ignores 
the fact that the majority of 
diabetics already.produce too 
much insulin. Insulin therapy, 
in most cases, is not the best 
way to treat insulin resistance 
since it only worsens the 
problem. 

The most effective treat¬ 
ment for insulin resistant dia¬ 
betes has been known for 60 
years. It is a combination of 
a very low-fat, high-complex 
carbohydrate diet and physi¬ 
cal exercise. In the 1930’s, it 
was demonstrated that if 
complex carbohydrates were 
taken out of the diet and re¬ 
placed with either protein or 
fat, a person would quickly 
develop insulin resistant dia¬ 
betes. The diabetes would 
quickly disappear once car¬ 
bohydrates were returned to 
the diet. Today, most diabetic 
patients are not told that the 
more complex carbohydrates 
they eat. the better their con¬ 
dition will become. 

Medicine fails to recog¬ 
nize the fact that diabetes is a 
nutritional wasting disease. 
The elevated blood sugar 
level acts as a diuretic, over¬ 
whelming the kidney’s ability 
to reabsorb glucose and other 
nutrients, especially vitamins 
B-l, B-6, and B-12, and the 


minerals magnesium, zinc 
and chromium. This is why 
diabetics experience in¬ 
creased urination. This loss of 
essential nutrients could be 
the primary reason for the de¬ 
terioration of the eyes, kid¬ 
neys. peripheral nerves, and 
blood vessels in diabetics. 
These same complications 
would result from any condi¬ 
tion that caused such nutrient 
depletion. The following rec¬ 
ommendations are safe, inex¬ 
pensive, and effective in the 
treatment of diabetes. Don’t 
expect your average M.D. to 
support your decision away 
from pharmaceuticals how¬ 
ever, since nutrition is not a 
part of most medical training. 

1 )Protect your eyes 
against diabetic retinopathy 
with magnesium. Studies 
have demonstrated depressed 
intracellular magnesium lev¬ 
els in diabetics, and the lower 
the level, the greater the risk 
of developing retinopathy. 
SOO-IOOOmg/day is suffi¬ 
cient. 2) Human studies have 
shown that daily doses of 
100-150mg of vanadyl sul¬ 
fate effectively reversed the 
diabetic condition. Have your 
physician monitor the effects 
of this so he can adjust your 
current prescription levels. 3) 
Exercise allows the muscles 
to take up blood sugar with¬ 
out the help of insulin, there¬ 
fore regular exercise like 
brisk walking, lowers blood 
sugar levels and increases the 
body’s sensitivity to insulin. 
Diabetics with blood sugar 
levels over 300 should not 
exercise however. 4) Start 
changing your diet to one of 
low-fat and high-complex 
carbohydrates. Eat lots of 
breads, pastas, fruits, and 
vegetables. Soluble fibers are 
good complex carbohydrates 
that slow the absorption of 
blood sugar from the intes¬ 
tines into the body. 5) Don’t 
be afraid to take your health 
into your own hands, after all, 
it is your health.

It would be a mistake to 
classify AYSO soccer fans in 
Southern California as laid 
back, but at least they leave 
the stands intact when their 
favorite team loses. Watch 
out referees though, ’tis a 
warm blooded game for sure. 
For most Americans, reared 
on baseball, baseball and 
more baseball, soccer’s ap¬ 
peal is a puzzle beyond com¬ 
prehension. They cannot 
imagine why people get so 
excited about this game with 
so little scoring and funny 
rules which prohibit all but 
two players to be able to use 
their hands at all.... 

I have to admit that 1 was 
one of the majority who felt 
that way about soccer. In high 
school only guys with hard to 
pronounce names played and 
it was definitely something 
not for the “In-crowd.” My 
experience as a father of a 
soccer player started my in¬ 
volvement with the game. 
During my first year as a soc¬ 
cer parent. I was surprised at 
how vocal the other parents 
were, on the sidelines. What 
in the world, I thought, could 
be the cause of such agita¬ 
tion? Before long I found 
myself joining the others 
cheering voices. It felt good, 
and there was always some¬ 
thing to yell about. Not like in 
baseball, where a pitcher’s 
duel could be an awfully bor¬ 
ing experience. Action on the 
soccer field was non-stop. 
Back and forth back and 
forth. 

It took a little while to un¬ 
derstand the rules and how 
the kids were to play together 
as a team. My children 
seemed to enjoy the game 
immensely, and as I saw them 
scoot around the big field 
chasing and kicking the ball, 

I could easily understand 
their attraction to it. They 
didn’t have to wait around 
like in other sports. Action 
was everywhere. 

My transition from soccer 
fan to soccer nut occurred

1 started off with an assis¬ 
tant coach who knew a bit 
more about soccer than 1 did.

a few kick-off plays. 1 con¬ 
centrated on the team chem¬ 
istry, building team spirit and 
keeping the boys from 
scapegoating one another tex) 
much. I knew that if we 
worked diligently on the 
skills and the chemistry, we 
would become a successful 
team as the season matured. 

My son's enthusiasm for 
the game returned and he 
blossomed as a player with 
my presence on the sidelines. 
We now shared an experi¬ 
ence that would consume 
many waking hours, discuss¬ 
ing players, strategies, past 
games, etc. 

Last year I coached s(K’cer 
from August through July, 
covering four different teams. 

I discovered that many new 
friendships developed be¬ 
tween kids and indeed even 
whole families, as a season 
progressed. This was a great 
fringe benefit and helped ce¬ 
ment my personal conversion 
to soccer zealot. 

I’m now finishing my sec¬ 
ond year of coaching. This 
year I coached two of my 
son’s teams while my wife 
coached the youngest boy’s 
team. Saturdays were all day 
soccer marathons for us this 
fall. Anything but laid back.

The church has just entered the season we call Advent. 
Advent is a time we prepare for the coming of our King, Jesus. 

It is a time in the church year which goes right before the first 
coming of Jesus at Christmas. The prophecies concerning 
Jesus are usually highlighted at this time. One prophecy about 
Jesus comes in Isaiah 2:2 where it says, “In the last days the 
mountain of the Lord’s temple will be established as chief 
among the mountains; it will be raised above the hills, and all 
nations will stream to it.” 

Where? You don’t see it? All you see is some talk about a 
mountain in the land of Israel. That we don t at first see it is 
not at all surprising. After all, even Jesus’ own disciples kept 
asking when Jesus would establish His kingdom here on this 
earth as if Jerusalem would be the center of all worship, trade, . 
worldly power and prestige. People for generations misunder- ► 
stood Isaiah’s words and look for a worldwide verging upon 
a small limestone mountain in the middle of a land which was 
not ever considered desirable or attractive to most people. 

Where is this worldly king which Isaiah seems to be men¬ 
tioning. Like many prophecies, including the book of Rev¬ 
elation in our day, much of prophecy was never intended to 
be taken literally. Isaiah did not speak of an earthly king. He 
spoke of Jesus Christ, the King of kings and Lord of lords. 

In order to undersatnd this let us look at this passage a little 
closer. I encourage you to look at all of the book of Isaiaf^ 
Because we do not have time in this space to do that, we need 
to briefly summarize what Isaiah is speaking of. The answer 
is, according to the New Testament, is that what Isaiah of figu¬ 
ratively we see clearly through the hindsight of what happened 
on Golgotha. We see a mountain which held across. And upon 
the Cross was our Savior, who, being God Himself, decided 
to hang there for our sins. Because Jesus suffered the 
forsakeness of God on the Cross means we do not have to. 
Jesus cleansed away our sins and made us perfect before His 
Father in Heaven. No longer can the law condemn us before 
the Father. Our salvation is complete in His blood. 

Peoples from every nation are coming to that mountain by 
faith. His ways are being taught. The New Testament further 
teaches us that is by the power of the Holy Spirit that we can 
call upon the Name of Jesus Christ and leam to trust in Him 
for the forgiveness of sins. The Holy Spirit is leading people 
from all across the globe to recognize Jesus for who He re¬ 
ally is. The Holy Spirit is call us to be part of that calling as 
we invite others to know Him as Lord and Savior. 

If you would like to know more about this Lord and Sav¬ 
ior we invite you to worship with us.

Make sure electric toys are 
Nbeled for fire safety, and keep them away from yort tree. 

Safety sums in the kitchen with a clean stove and oven. 
Keqp kitchen clutter and loose clothing away from stove-top 
hcaL Always turn pot handles to the back of the stove, cook 
(m back bunners, whenever possible, and use pot holders to 
prevent burns. Never throw water on a gres^e fire. Instead, 
cover flame with pan lid. Keep all appliances in good work¬ 
ing order.
